In (he clec; ion for Healings, vacant by 
the resignation of Mr. Plants, Mr, 
llr, isc, v, the ponaervalive candidate, was 
elected hy a majority of 511 to 1611 over 
Ml. Mon nt, who was put up by the Anli 
Corn-law league. 

The New Zealand Company bad held a 
ireond meeting, which was adjourned to 
Ihe I'tiih April, to allow time fur the 
Directors to make arranieernenta with tbe 
Gorerr>ment, who were to advance 
£W.MO to Ihe company on certain con- 
ditiobt, but what (besc condition! were 
did not appear.
